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Note 1: As indicated in the office action mailed 06/24/2005, Oguchi (US 6,340,976) does disclose communiticating each projector's 
chromaticity data (captured by the sensors) to the main controller (a "consumer" of the data). [Fig. 1, refs. 4 & 5; Col. 5, lines 46-50.] 
While in Oguchi the chromaticity data is not stored in its corresponding device (projector in this case), Ito (US 6,388,674) discloses a 
device (printer) that stores its chromaticity data (a LUT) in a ROM (and communicates the data to its "comsumer," i.e., the controller, 
when it is needed). [See Col. 6, lines 4-12.] Since it is obvious that the chromaticity data can be measured in the factory or by using a 
separate device such as the spectroscopic colorimeter mentioned in Col. 6, lines 36-37 of Ito, cost savings (per unit of Oguchi's 
multivision system) recited in the office action can be achieved by doing away with the built-in sensors of Oguchi's system by, for 
example, measuring and storing the chromaticity data in the devices (e.g., projectors) in the factory. 
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
